Husband of GROP 
Emp loy ee Fatally 
Shot Monday Ev e 


Tho mas Kissane Sho t by 
Chicag o Po liceman 
in Tav ern 


Mrs. Irene Kissane, 29. who has 
been emp loy ed at the Green Riv er 
o rdnance p lant for sev eral months 
and resided at 1316 Peoria av enue, 
this city , was called to Chicago 
Monday night, when she was noti­ 
fied that her husband, Thomas 
Kissane, 31. a business agent for 
the Liquor Workers Union, (A. F. 
L.) had been fatally wounded by 
a p olice officer in the second tav ­ 
ern shooting in recent months in 
which 
Chicago 
p olicemen 
hav e 
been inv olv ed. 
Patrolman 
Clarence 
Johnson, 
who was off duty at the time and 
was alleged to hav e fired the shot 
which caused Kisrane’s death, was 
y esterday susp ended from duty by 
Police Commissioner James P. All- 
man, who described the susp ension 
as routine, p ending the outcome of 
j the inquest which was scheduled 
to be held today . 
Johnson, who is 40 y ears old, 
g av e a detailed statement of the 
quarrel and slay ing y esterday to 
Assistant 
State’s 
Atty . 
Julius 
Sherwin, of Cook county . 
Policeman Tells of Quarrel 
Sherwin quoted Johnson as say ­ 
ing the p oliceman and his father- 
in-law, Frank Bartlett, 60, were 
a t the bar of the tav ern when Kis­ 
sane entered and told Bartlett he 
no longer could work there as a 
p art time bartender, as he had 
been doing a few hours a week. 
Johnson, off duty and in p lain 
clothes at the time of the shoot­ 
ing. said he interceded and identi­ 
fie d himself to Kissane as a p o­ 
liceman. 
After an ex change of 
words, the p atrolman told Sherwin, 
Kissane and his comp anion, James 
Dev er, 
p resident 
of 
the 
union, 
turned to leav e when Kissane sud­ 
denly wheeled, knocked Johnson to 
the floor and kicked him. 
According 
to 
the 
statement, 
Johnson drew an automatic p istol 
from a shoulder holster and fired 
two shots as he lay on the floor, 
after Kissane lunged at him and 
reached into his coat p ocket as if 
for a gun. Kissane was unarmed. 
Witnesses Sup p ort Story 
Sherwin said 
that eight wit­ 
nesses 
hav e 
substantiated John­ 
son s story that Kissane assaulted 
him.

said the rep ort

The winning of ultra-conserv a­ 
tiv e Turkey into “closest unity ” 
and comp lete “identity of inter­ 
est” 
with America, 
Britain and 
Russia, 
rep resents 
one 
of 
the 
major bloodless v ictories of the 
war, for there are few p laces of 
greater 
strategical 
imp ortance 
than 
the territory 
and waters 
under Turkish control. 
There's a double significance in 
this ev ent, which was the out­ 
come of a meeting between T ur­ 
key ’s p resident Ismet Inonu and 
Roosev elt and Churchill in Cairo. 
Ap art from the moral and p er­ 
hap s material strength acquired 
by 
the allies, 
this 
agreement 
seems to me to mean that there 
must hav e been an ironing-out of 
long-standing and dangerous sus­ 
p icions between Ankara and Mos­ 
cow. 
This thought is strengthen­ 
ed by the fact that while Marshal 
Stalin himself couldn't he p res­ 
ent. he joined in inv iting Inonu to 
the p arley , 
and thus gav e the 
session his official blessings. 
Looking at the thing from all 
angles, 
I should say 
that 
the 
handshaking between the Musco­ 
v ites and the Turks is a m atter 
of greater moment ev en than the 
further cementing of the Anglo- 
American and Turkish friendship . 
That's so because the hard-ey ed 
way the Russians and the Turks 
hav e watched each other p lay 
their cards has made other na­ 
tions uneasy .

Allies Keep Offensiv e o n 
All Other Fro nts o f 
Pacific War

The Chinese 
hav e 
suffered a 
serious rev ersal in the “rice bowl” 
sector of central China, hut on 
all other fronts of 
the 
Pacific 
war the offensiv e remained in the 
hands of the allies. 
The Chinese high command ad­ 
mitted the loss of the Hunan p ro­ 
v ince city of Changeth Dec. 3 
after 15 day s siege hv the Jap a­ 
nese and bitter fighting which in­ 
flicted heav y casualties on both 
sides. 
Fall of the ancient city brought 
the p rosp ect of a third Jap anese 
attemp t to cap ture Changsha, the 
p rov incial cap ital, 10 miles away . 
The v ictory not only gav e the en­ 
emy control of the “rice bowl” 
region but cut the Hunan-Szech- 
wan sup p ly line, one of the Chi­ 
nese arm y ’s p rincip al sources of 
sup p ly . 
In the Southwest Pacific, how­ 
ev er, the allies continued heav y 
aerial attacks on Jap anese island

Declaring that “tax es or inflation 
in the end will get us all," Sen­ 
ator O’Mahoney 
(D-Wy o) 
today 
urged an “all-out p rice control” 
measure as the one hop e of av ert­ 
ing a cost-of-liv ing crisis on the 
home front. 
O’Mahoney , 
concurring 
with 
W ar Mobilization Director James 
F. By rnes’ assertion 
last 
night 
that the "p rimary issue before the 
American p eop le today is whether 
we are going 
to keep down the 
cost of liv ing,” said: 
“We can av oid inflation and at 
the same time correct injustices 
that now ex ist by establishing a 
new line and holding 
it, a 
line 
worked out on the basis of equity .” 
While ex isting controls call for 
stabilization of wages and p rices 
generally at the lev els of S e p t . 15, 
19 42, O’Mahoney contended that 
injustices had grown out of their 
administration. 
“We find ourselv es in the po si­ 
tion described by Justice By rnes 
solely because we did not adop t an 
all-out p rire control measure a t 
the beginning, cov ering w'ages and 
all other liv ing costs, as Rernard 
M. Baruch suggested,'* 
he 
said. 
"We ought to do it now.” 
There was little indication, how­ 
ev er, that By rnes’ ap p eal to the 
nation to guard against inflation­ 
ary step s had wrought any change 
in congressional sentiment on food 
p rice subsidies, railway wages or 
other related issues now to the 
fore. 
Hils Pro po sed Leg islatio n 
By rnes, hitting at p rop osed leg­ 
islation to ban food p rice subsi­ 
dies, to raise p rices of milk and 
oil, and to lift 
railroad 
wag es, 
said: 
“If we do not hold the line now, 
I confess I do not know how or 
where we are going to hold hack 
the flood gates of inflation. There 
are no p rep ared p ositions to which 
we can retreat. Some talk of con­ 
trolled inflation. Such talk is just 
as criminally reckless as a p ro­ 
p osal for a controlled flood or a 
controlled forest fire or a controll­ 
ed ep idemic of smallp ox ,” 
Rep Wolcott (R-Mich). ranking 
minority member of 
the 
house 
banking committee which drafted 
the anti-subsidy measure declared 
flatly after By rnes’ sp eech that 
“there will be no comp romise.” 
He termed the argument on be­ 
half of continuance of the subsidy 
p rogram “demagogical and p oli­ 
tical,” and said that his mail of­

Communist, as well a s about party line publica­ 
tions. 
They can not even ask if a prospect's wife, or 
husband, is a card-carrying member of the Com­ 
munist party, 
or ia the ban limited to specified 
organization« and 
publications. 
“ If the investi­ 
gator is in doubt, the best policy is not to a sk the 
question,” sa ys the order. 
Who Inspired such an order? 
Who wrote it? 
Who approved it. toher than the underlings who 
signed? 
Congress should find out. 


Fact or Fiction 
Periodically notices appear in the press in­ 
forming the country ’ of changes in the point 
value 
of rationed commodities. 
A fter they 
arc made, it 
is explained that they were necessary in 
order to 
• adjust” demand to meet dwindling supply . 
For example, if. in the opinion of 
the ration­ 
ing authorities, too many people w ant 
to buy a cer­ 
tain item, it is a simple m atter to raise the point 
price of that item. 
Demand 
promptly fa lls off. It 
works smoothly and quickly . 
To all appearances, 
the old law of supply and demand become crude by 
comparison. 
But there is one catch. 
L nder the old 
natural 
laws merchants knew what to expect 
from consum­ 
er?. 
They knew that the public would buy so many 
shoes, so many barrels of flour, 
or so many tons 
oi canned goods. 
And they planned the 
operation 
of their businesses accordingly . 
The larger 
the 
retailer, the greater became his contractual 
commit­ 
ment? to manufacturers and producers. 
By 
plan­ 
ning and shrewd calculation of future consumer de­ 
mand. 
the 
American 
distribution 
sy stem 
was 
brought to a state of unequalcd perfection. 


Under the present method 
of juggling the laws 
of supply and demand, the merchant is helpless. 
If he agrees to purchase a quantity of goods from 
a producer at a substantial saving, he has no way 
of knowing 
whether he will bo permitted to dispose 
of those goods a« in the past. 
They may be ra­ 
tioned 
and the point value set so high that they 
will be frozen on his shelves indefinitely. 
All the 
expense saving efforts of the distribution industry, 
from the largest 
chain down to the sm allest re­ 
tailor, which have so long benefitted the consumer, 
can now be wiped 
out with a scratch of an official 
pen. 
After the war, 
production and distribution 
m ust bo freed a s quickly as possible of artificial 
handicaps. T hat is the only way to achieve, in fact, 
the fiction 
of future abundance now being created 
for the people by planners and dreamers of every 
stripe. 


Dodging an Issue 
The TT. S. Civil Service Commission has found 
a way around the prohibition 
enacted by congress 
against employ ment of 
Communists in government 
service. 
The Hatch law forbids 
hiring of nazis 
and fascists also, but the Civil Service Commission 
is protecting only 
the Communists. 


In an order issued secretly Nov. 3, which 
the 
cmomission adm its but refuses 
to publicize, investi­ 
gators are threatened with “disciplinary 
action” if 
they venture to ask any question which would 
tend 
to prove Communistic affiliation or sy mpathy . 


That statem ent is not technically 
accurate. An 
investigator apparently is 
permitted to inquire fla t­ 
ly : “ Are y ou a C om m unist?” But only enough Com­ 
munists come into 
the open to provide the neces­ 
sary liaison with the public and to supply candidates 
to run for public office. 
The rest stay under cover 
and lie about llioir Communism, as 
a matter of 
t* uai.lv stated p arty policy as well as to av oid the 
disrepute to which honesty would 
subject them. 
The only w ay to tell most Communist» is by 
their actions. 
If their reading 
is confined largely 
to party and party line publications if their a ffilia ­ 
tion« are largely with red front 
organizations if 
they arc against all that America and democracy 
stand for traditionally , and place 
the interests of 


Happy Days Are Coming 
Railroad executives, who used to regard pas­ 
senger tra ffic as something of a bother, seem to 
have changed their minds. 
If human freig ht is an 
evil, at least they have decided that it is a neces­ 
sary one. 
So they are planning how' to make 
travel pleasant for us—and cheap—a fter the war. 
A survey by Railway Age, for its current pas­ 
senger prog ress issue, indicate« that the big boys 
in that field are optimistic about holding their own 
a g a inst airplanes and busses because they plan to 
offer lower fares, new' streamlined equipment, new 
services and modern merchandising methods. 
Already, in the workshops, are finished blue­ 
prints for fa st, economical, comfortable, a ttra ctive 
new types of cars in w’hich It should be a pleasure 
to ride. 
But more important, it appears that the roads 
have learned their lesson about tariffs. 
As one ex­ 
ecutive put it: 
We shall have to reduce rates a fter the war 
and do it quickly and thoroughly. 
Any dawdling 
and hemming and hawing will only result in our 
emptying our trains again and in the loss of the 
highly desirable public relations and advertising 
value that an immediate and voluntary slash would 
bring.” 
The sig nifica nt thing about this sta tement, 
when one stops to think it over, is its recognition 
tha t pa sseng er tra ffic is of vita l importance to rail­ 
roads. 
Freight, traditionally, accounts for 8 8 per cent 
of railway revenue and passengers for only 12 per 
cent. 
The roads used to be impatient about hav­ 
ing to trouble with travelers. 
Now they see the 
fa llacy of that attitude. 
“ The railways have been too prone to subject 
the passenger's interest to the whims of mechanical 
and operating offices and to the requirements of 
mail and express schedules,” one spokesman con­ 
ceded. 
Another went further: 
We have denuded our railway of pa sseng er 
service a t many points and w’e are thoroughly 
ashamed of having done so. 
A railwa y ia judged 
(in my opinion wrongly) by the type of passenger 
service which it renders. 
It is impossible to meas­ 
ure what this has cost us . . . but I do know that 
we become very unpopular in many pla ces a s a 
result of this policy.” 
There is going to be a grea t pentup flood of 
travel desire, when peace comes back, and if the 
railroads live up to such promises a s these, they 
need fea r no destructive slump in business.

Stabilized Prices 
From time to time we are told tha t the cost 
of living ha s been stabilized, and from time to time 
somebody indulge« in a bit of self-pra ise about how 
his a g ency ha s held down prices. 
In this connection 
the October summary of living costs, compiled and 
published by the Bureau of Labor Sta tistics, is per­ 
tinent. 
Comparing August 15, 19 39 . with October 15 
19 43, the Bureau sa ys the cost of food is up 47.8 
per cent; the coat of clothing is up 32.6 per cent 
the cost of house furnishings is up 25.7 per cent 
the cost of fuel, electricity and ice ia up 10.7 per 
cent (this is mostly fuel and the minor item, ice 
because electricity has not changed m a teria lly); and 
rents are up 3.5 per cent. 
These are large city fig ures applicable to es­ 
sentia ls for the lower income classes, and not to 
luxury' item s. 


The Communists decided 
tha t 
for their own purposes they would
